Negotiations for a world-wide treaty 
solemnly renouncing war in favor of the 
Pacific settlement of international] con- 
troversies, were initiated yesterday when 
Secretary Kellogg invited the British 
German, Italian and Japanese govern- 
ments to join France and the United 
States in agreeing upon and signing 
pact to that end. 

It is the first time in history that the 
United States has embarked upon so ex- 
tensive a project for the promotion of 
world peace. It has the sanction of 
Peesident Coolidge anc the State De- 
partment is confident of its ultimate 
SUCCESS, 

Other Nations Can Join. 

The United States is of the opinion 
said Secretary Kellogg in offering his 
Craft treaty to the four foreign min- 
isters for their consideration and com- 
ment, that every naticen tn the world 
can, with a proper regard for its own 
interests, as well as for the interests 
of the entire family of nations, join ip 
such a treaty 

The four governments were asked by 
Mr. .Kellogg whether they were in a 
position to give favorable considera- 
tion to the conclusion of a treaty such 
as that submitted and, if not, what 
specific modifications in the text would 
be acceptable to them. At the same 
time he announced that so far as the 
United States is concerned no effort 
would be spared to find a solution for 
any technical difficulties which might 
arise in the course of the negdtiations 

Discussed Since December. 


Discussions between the United 
States and France on the proposed 
treaty have been going on since last 
December and the correspondence. 
which clearly sets forth the views of 
the two governments, was placed in the 
hands of the other four foreign minis- 
ters yesterday in accordance with an 
agreement between M. Briand and Sec- 
retary Kellogg. 

France is not in any way committed 
to approval of the draft treaty sub- 
mitted, Secretary Kellogg pointed out 
and is entirely free to make such 
further observations on the treaty or 
of the correspondence with the United 


»States as may be deemed advisable or 


appropriate. Such observations would 
be addressed not only to the United 
States but to the four powers invited 
yesterday. By thus enlarging the field 
of negotiations, Secretary Kellogg says 
it is made possible for all six govern- 
ments to fully explore the entire situ- 
ation. 
Borah Is Gratified. 

Gratification that the proposal to re- 
nounce war has been sent to leading 
nations and mdtle open to all nations 
was expressed last night by Senator 
Borah (Republican), Idaho, chairman 
of the foreion relations committee.

SENTENCES IN KIDNAPING 


The Swanson-Moore bill authorizing 
the construction of a $1,000,000 toll 
bridge across the Potomac River just 
below Great Falls was passed by the 
Senate yesterday.

When the bill was reached yesterday, 
Senator Swanson (Democrat). of Vir- 
ginia, appealed to Norris to withdraw 
hi. amendment, saying that it would 
kill the bill. Norris turned te Senator 
Capper (Republican), of Kansas, chair- 
man of the Senate District committee. 
and asked him if the committee was 
going to report out his bill providing 
a Federal power plant, at Great Falls.

Evans Held Responsible 
for Bloodshed at 
Carnegie Riot. 


CHARGES OF CRUELTY 
DECLARED SUSTAINED 


High Officials Are Asserted to 
Have Ordered or Sanctioned 
Brutal Punishment. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., April 13 (A.P.).—The 
suit of the Ku Klux Klan for an in- 
junction against five former members 
was dismissed in Federal court here this 
afternoon by Judge W. H. 8. Thomson, 
who placed the cost upon the plaintiffs 

Part of the court’s opinion said that 
members of “this unlawful organiza- 
tion, so destructive of the rights and 
liberties of the people, have come in 
vain asking this court of equity for 
injunctive or other relief. They come 
with filthy hands and can get no as- 
sistance here.” 

“Plaintiffs’ prayer for relief is denied 
and the bill is dismissed at the cost of 
the plaintiffs.” 

Of the Carnegie (Pa.) riot in 1923, 
Judge Thomson said that Hiram W 
Evans, imperial wizard of the klan, was 
“directly responsible for the riot and 
bloodshed which ensued.” 

Trials Held by Klan. 

The evidence disclosed, the court 
held, that in the State of Texas men 
were brought before the klan, tried and 
convicted and in some instances sub- 
jected to brutal beatings, while in oth- 
ers they were condemned to die and 
burned at the stake. 

Judge Thomson found that Evans 
was aware of the fact hat civil au- 
thorities had refused a permit for the 
Carnegie parade but that in defiance 
of this, and in utter disregard of the 
consequences, Evans gave the order to 
march, resulting in the riot in which 
one man was killed, others wounded 
and others beaten. 

The judge further held that “the evi- 
dence in this case establishes conclu- 
sively that zross violations of the law 
were committed by the p'aintiffs with- 
in the Western District of Pennsyl- 
vania.” 

Judge Thomson then reviewed testi- 
mony which he said showed that kKlans- 
men unlawfully attacked a negro in 
Beaver County, Pa., under orders of 8. 
D. Rich, then grand dragon, suspended 
him from a tree with a rope and kicked 
and abused him. He said that Rich 
had ordered the kidnaping of a little 
girl in Pittsburgh in June, 1923, and 
that she was kidnaped and that to date 
no one knows whether “she js alive or 
dead.” 

Despotic Kule Set Up. 

Continuing, the opinion said “that in 
violation of its charter and in viola- 
tions of its own constitution, it (the 
klan) ha established and is m:.intain- 
ing a form of despotic rule which is 
being operated in secret, under the dl-

BYRD PRAISES FEAT

New York, April 18 (A.P.).—Com-

plane had landed: at Greenly Island. 

“Great for Germany and Ireland,” 
he said. “We were sure they could 
do it. I don’t know just how long 
it took them to get across, but their 
distance through the air going from 
east to west is equivalent to at least 
600 miles farther than going from 
west to east, due to adverse wind con- 
ditions.

Warm Welcome Due

But as each rumor 
was run to earth despair seized the 
watchers, replacing the earlier buoyant 
hopes of success.

New York, April 13.—Capt. 
Koehl, copilot with Col. 
maurice, of the Bremen, is 40 years of 
age and married, but childless. He en- 
tered the war in 1914 4s captain of en- 
gineers, but soon transferred to the alr 
service Im 1917 he shot down 
and the second time was taken 
prisoner inside the French lines, but 
later escaped and got back to Germany. 
After the war he entered the Lufthansa 
flying service and became Germany’s 
most famous commercial pilot. He has 
done much night flying. 

Baron Gunther von Huenefeld is 36 
and married. He was seriously injured 
in the war and invalided out of service, 
going to Holland as a consul. In Hol- 
land after the war he became friendly 
with the former crown prince. The 
baron is now an officer of the North 
German Lloyd Steamship Co. 

He was a passenger in the Bremen 
attempt to fly from Dessau, Ger- 
to America, last August. The 
plane was forced back then by bad 
weather. 

Col. James Fitzmaurice, 
member of the expedition, is described 
as a handsome, dashing adventurer. 

When the World War broke out Fitz- 
maurice, then 16, tried to join the in- 
fantry, but was rejected because of his 
youth. Three months later, however, 
he succeeded in joining the Seventeenth 
Lancers in the British army. He went 
to France early in 1915 and was wound- 
ed the following year. 

Subsequently he was transferred to 
the infantry and won a commission. He 
was wounded again and transferred to 
the air force. While stationed with the

NATIONAL REPUBLICAN 
CLUB DAYS FILE REPORT 


Protest That the Resolution 
Against 18th Amendment 
virates Rules. 


SEE BLOW WAT HARMONY 


New York, April 13 (A.P.).—A minor- 
ity report of the national affairs com- 
mittee of the National Republican Club 
declares a committee resolution urging 
the national convention to adopt a 
plank favoring repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment is contrary to the club 
charter, and indicates the plan is im- 
possible of fulfillment and against the 
interests of party harmony. The reso- 
lution comes before the total member- 
ship of the club for action at a meet- 
ing next Tuesday night. 

The minority report quotes the club 
charter as saying the club must follow 
the principles of Republicanism as 
enunciated by the Republican party 
and says that since the party policy on 
prohibition was stated in the platform 
of 1924 the charter binds the club to 
this principle until it is changed by an- 
other convention. 

“No well-informed person believes re- 
peal is possible,” the report says, “‘be- 
cause 38 States had prohibition by State 
statute before it was put into the Fed- 
eral Constitution.” 

The report said the United States Su- 
preme Court has upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the amendment regarding 
State rights on the question of prohibi- 
tion, the minority asserts: That ques- 
tion was used to intrench human slav- 
ery before the Civil War and is now in- 
voked to legalize outlawed liquor traf- 


| fic, it is said. 


“No well-informed person  belleves 
that the platform of 1928 will accept a 
new Republican principle by pledging 
the party to repeal the eighteenth 
amendment,” the report continued. 
“Many of the advocates of the ma- 
jority report admit that obvious fact. 
Why, then, is this proposed resolution 
forced upon this National Republican 
Club on the threshold of a great na- 
tional campaign? Why endanger the 
progress of our club and party har- 
mony?” 

The national affairs committee of 
the club adopted the resolution urging 
repeal of this eighteenth amendment in 
executive session earlier in the week. 
A viva voce vote was taken and it was

Wayne County (Detroit) Democrats 
called on the Michigan delegation to 
the national convention to vote for 
Gov. Smith as the party’s nominee, “on 
every ballot as long as his name re- 
mains before the national convention.” 
The resolution was adopted unani- 
mously 

Opposition to the forces of the Smith 
supporters expected to develop at the 
Kent County (Grand Rapids) conven- 
tion failed to develop. Although the 
Walsh Democrats failed to make any 
great showing at the caucus here a few 
weeks ago and the preferential primary 
showed only 111 votes for Senator 
Walsh, written in, it was thought that 
they might have planned an attack on 
Smith in the convention. The plan 
they announced today is that they will 
remain silent, waiting for Smith's nomi- 
nation at Houston in-June and then 
work for a dry Republican. 

The convention voted to support Gov. 
Smith at the State convention to be 
held at Port Huron May 9, and to vote 
at that time for an instructed delega- 
tion to national convention.

SUGIALIST PARTY MEETS 
IN NATIONAL CONVENTION 


Hillquit Opposes Injunctions 
and Urges Recognition of 
Soviet Russia. 


THOMAS MAY BE NAMED 


New York, April 13 (A.P.).—A five-day 
national convention of the Socialist 
party opened tonight to the vigorous 
demands of.its leaders for sweeping re- 
forms in politics and government, busi- 
ness and social conditions, and adjust- 
ment of international problems. Presi- 
dential and vice presidential candidates 
will be chosen. 

After a meeting of the national exec- 
utive committee today it was announced 


© plank for local option on light wines 
and beers will-be recommended. Modi- 
fication, but not repeal, of the eighteenth 
amendment will be urged. 

Almost 200 delegates from about 40 
States gathered in Manhattan Opera 
House to hear such men as Representa- 
tive Victor L. Berger, of Wisconsin; 
Morris Hillquit and Norman Thomas 
outline the party causes and plans for 
their attainment. 

Hillquit, Socialist candidate for mayor 
of New York in 1911, delivering the key- 
note address, outlined four demands of 
his party: Complete abolition of in- 
junctions in labor disputes; enactment 
of a system of workers’ insurance by the 
Government; immediate withdrawal of 
el! forces from Nicaragua and all other 
Central American countries, and imme- 
diate recognition of Soviet Russia. 

Berger deciared for a political re- 
alignment. “If democracy is to survive, 
if the republic is to endure, we must 
have an opposition party based on 
principle,” he said. 

Norman Thomas called for the for- 
mation of an “intelligent and militant 
party to which rather than to any 
Messiah we must look as our great 
weapoh in making government the 
servant of the people.” 

Nominations of the Socialist candi- 
dates for President and Vice President 
are expected to be made Monday night. 
Persons close to the Socialist movement 
said tonight efforts would be made to 
draft Norman Thomas, despite nis an- 
nouncement that he is not a candidate. 


Jury in Dam Break 
Against Prosecution. 


Los Angeles,*April 13 (A.P.).—Officlal 
investigation of the St. Francis Dam 
collapse has ended with the decision of 
a coroner’s jury that an error in human 
judgment and another in public policy 
lay back of the catastrophe, but that no 
criminal responsibllity existed. 

This conclusion was announced by 
the jury of experts after a lengthy in- 
quest into the Los Angeles County dis- 
aster which cost some 400 lives. 

The direct cause of the dam failure 
was given as faulty foundations. But 
back of that the jurors decided there 
was an error in judgment in the choice 
of the site and a lack of laws requiring 
definite expert advice and supervision - 
for such projects. The jury. recom- 
mended that there be no criminal 
prosecutions.

THE GREAT POLITICAL BILL. 
The pohtics in the McNary-Haugen 
bill is no Jonger denied or disguised. 
The Senate passes the bill by a vote of 53 
23, disregarding party lines entirely. 
A scrutiny of the individual votes reveals 
that most of them were cast for political 


purposes, with hardly a thought given to 


the substance of the bill itself. The ma- 
jority take it for granted that President 
Coolidge will veto the bill; hence it did 
not matter whether the measure provided 
a-slush fund of $250,000,000 or $400,000,- 
000. To make a veto more certain, how- 
ever, the Senate thought it wise to arouse 
Mr. Coolidge’s instinct for economy by 
raising the slush fund to $400,000,000. 
The real sentiment of senators was 
best shown in the vote on the Sackett 
an-<ndment to strike out the provision 
for an equalization fee. On that division 
there were only 46 votes to retain the 
equalization fee. Thus, it appears, that 
less than half the Senate insists upon 
that feature of the bill to which the 
President objects the most. But some of 


the votes for the,equalization fee were 


cast in order to make a veto more cer- 
tain. After the defeat of the Sackett 
amendment the bill received several votes 
that could not by any stretch of the im- 
agination be regarded as genuinely so- 


ficitous of the plight of agriculture. 


‘The Senate majority, in short, passed 
a bill designed to betray the American 
farmer. Senators’proclaimed their devo- 
tion to the farmer and then framed a bill 
which, if enacted, would not accomplish 
farm relief, and which if vetoed would 
enable the senators to claim that they 
had done everything they could for the 
farmer. The blame for the failure to re- 
lieve agriculture is to be laid at President 
Coolidge’s door. If the farmers go be- 


kind Mr. Coolidge and blame Mr. Hoover 


for inspiring the veto, the senators 
should worry. 

It is taken for granted that the House 
will pass the bill. Who is against the 
farmer? Who dares to risk political 
suicide by voting against the McNary- 
Haugen bill? And why should any one 
take such a risk, when President Cool- 
idge can be depended upon to stand in 
the breach? He.will save the Treasury 
by vetoing the bill, and in the meantime 
Congress will claim full credit for hav- 
ing tried to befriend the farmer. 

‘There is some speculation as to whether 
Mr. Coolidge might not sign the bill, in 
view of the changes embodied in it, so 
that Mr. Hoover might not incur the 
animosity of the Northwestern farmers. 
It is also suggested that perhaps Con- 
gress is so genuinely in favor of farm re- 
lief that it will pass the bill over a veto. 
But neither of these surmises is likely 
to prove correct. Mr. Coolidge can not 
approve the new bill without espousing 
economic theories which he denounced as 
fallacies last year. He would be forced 
to: eat his own words in which he ex- 
posed the unconstitutional features of 

bill. He is incapable of resorting to 


such trickery, no matter what political 


considerations are involved in his de- 
ision. On the contrary, he will prob- 
ably make his veto even stronger than 


_ before, and it is quite possible that he 
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1 make the farmers understand how 
they have been duped by. politicians in 


‘Congress.

HOPE FOR A MERGER. 


lt may be said without fear of contradiction 


that Washington unanimously favors a merger - 


of its street railways properties, It is recog- 
nized generally that divided interests make for 
uneconomic operation and unsatisfactory serv- 
ice, It is fortunate that street railway condi- 
tions aS they exist today are even reasonably 
satisfactory. There would be no interest in 
merging the existing companies were it not 
for the fact that a proper combination would 
improve service and make for economical op- 
eration, Whether or not the merger agree- 
ment now receiving public attention provides 
for such combination is yet to be decided. 
Undoubtedly it has good features, Probably 
in certain respects it leaves something to be 
desired, 

Consideration of and debate upon the 
merger &€greement has become most involved. 
It was to have been expected since the ques- 
tion itself is so large that clear and concise 
grasp of it would be difficult, President Cool- 
idge, while not committing himself on the gen- 
eral plan, has indicated that~he approves in 
principle unification of ownership in the op- 
eration of street railways, and that his ap- 
proval of the plan will depend upon whether 
or not he is convinced that it will serve the 
best interest of the public, protect the inter- 
est of the bond and stock holders and in- 
crease the efficiency of service, The Cilizens 
Advisory Council’s indorsement “in principle’”’ 
of the agreement and its declaration that the 
$50,000,000 initial rate base is ‘‘not unreason- 
ably high,’’ may mean a good deal, although 
everything depends upon whether or not its 
action is formally ratified by the constituent 
bodies. 

In the meantime, Representative Hammer, 
of North Carolina, member of the House Dis- 
trict committee, has announced that he will 


insist upon a “thorough independent investi- | 


gation’’ of the merger plan. An effort may be 
made, he asserts, to introduce a merger Dill 
toward the end of the session with an idea of 
“jamming” it through at the last moment with 
only cursory consideration, It is very im- 
probable, however, that Congress will fail to 
give full consideration to merger legislation, 


THE OPERA SEASON, 


The announcement that the tax has been 
remitted from the local performances to be 
given by the Metropolitan Opera Company is 
not only welcome news to Washington music- 
lovers, since it means a reduction of ap- 
proximately 10 per cent in the prices they 
will pay for their tickets, but it is also a 
recognition of a condition which has not been 
understood here as generally as should have 
been the case, 

The Metropolitan Opera Company is brought 
here not for the private profit of any one, bul 
as an educational opportunity fer the Wasb- 
ington public, particularly the many students 
of music in this city. Any surplus that may 
be obtained from the local season will be given 
to a worthy local charity. 

It is true that the tickets this season are 
higher than they were last year, but the only 
available auditorium is so small that there 1s 
no alternative. 

The season promises to be unusually attrac- 
tive, for although the seating capacity of the 
theater is hardly adequate for opera, the stage 
is so large and so well eguipped that the most 
sumptuous Metropolitan productions can be of- 
fered, just as they are presented in New York. 
“Norma” has been revived this year for the 
first time in a third of a century, due to the 
lack heretofore of a soprano capable of the 
role. It will be a great opportunity to hear 
the spectacular “‘Boris Godunoff.’”’ 

A treat is in store for Washington music- 
lovers, and it is certain that they will appreci- 
ate the fact, 


A ROCKET MOTOR. 


¥rom time to time inventors and scientists 
announce that they are working on 580-called 
rocket motors that derive their power through 
direct application of the recoil from explo- 
sives. Such motors, theoretically, would make 
possible extreme simplicity of design and 
would affect a considerable saving of dead 
weight. Announcement has been made in 
Germany that such a motor has been perfected 
and proved, With it, it is said, a motor car 
attained a speed of more than 60 miles an 
hour within 8 seconds after the start. 

The motor consists of a chamber, one end ot 
which is fitted with a series of plates through 
which exploded gases escape slowly, Itecoil 
from the chamber is converted into power di- 
rect to the axles of the automobile, The same 
motor could be installed in an airplane, where 
it would be particularly valuable inasmuch as 
it is not influenced by atmospheric conditions, 

If these reports are to be belleved, the world 
stands on the eve of spectacular accomplish- 
ment, Speeds, hitherto unthought of, will] be 
possible. The upper atmosphere, in which an 
internal combustion engine will not function 
even though equipped with the most efficient 
supercharger,: can be explored, Airplanes, 
equipped with the new lightweight and abso- 
lutely’ dependable rocket engine, will be able 
to break all existing distance and endurance 
records, Further demonstrations of the ma- 
chine will be awaited with interest. | 


TOMB OF THE UNKNOWN. 


Acting upon ‘authorization of Congress 
Secretary of War Davis has invited architects 
or architects and sculptors working in col- 
laboration to participate in a competition 
among citizens of the United States on a de- 
sign for completion of the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier in Arlington. The jury of 
award will consist of three architects to be 
selected: from names submitted by the Ameri- 
can [Institute of Architects. one representative 
of the. American Legion and one representa- 
tive of the Gold Star Mothers to be appointed 
by the Secretary of War. - 

It is gratifying to realize that work on this 
important undertaking at last is under way. 
The United States is the only nation that thus 
far has not completed its shrine to its unknown 
Soldier dead. Yet, in one respect, it is per- 
haps well that work bas 


are architects and sculpt s in the country 
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delayed. There’ 
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is likely. that a far better design will be ob- 
tained because of the delay than would have 
been obtained had the tomb been rushed to 
completion. 

It may be taken for granted that - the 
architecture of the tomb will be simple and 
severe. There should be no elaborate display 
in honor of Ameriga’s Unknown Soldier. Per- 
haps it will be found possible to incorporate 
in the design a symbol of perpetual life, such 
as the flame that burns perpetually over the 
tomb of the unknown French soldier. He who 
wins this competition end gains the privilege 
thereby of supervising the construction of the 
memorial will have his name linked with one 
of the most important and most sacred pieces 
of architecture in America.

Misuse of the congressional frank is in 
itself no novelty, but the case now under in- 
vestigation in which it is charged that funds 
were solicited for the National Council for the 
Prevention of War under the frank of a Demo- 
cratic representative should be thoroughly 
investigated. The report on the case already 
made by the Postoffice Department states that 
the evidence submitted coustitutes an unlawful 
use of the frank. 

One of the documents inclosed in the 
franked envelope contained the statement that 
350,000 pieces of propaganda against the 
Navy building program had been distributed 
this year and more than 1,000,000 last year.

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NATIONS ARE INVITED 
ON OUTLAWING WAR

much a relic of barbarism as canni- 
balism is of savagery, and I venture to 
hope that the time is not far removed 
when civilized nations will so declare. 
There will be objections and obstacles 


to overcome, but the more the plan is/ 


studied the less they will appear to be! 

“T maintain that this treaty is in aid 
of all plans for peace and strengthens 
every treaty of conciliation and arbi- 
tration. 

“This is writing into a treaty that 
which the human family in its heart 
this day believes: That war is a crime 
and those who foster it and foment it 
are criminals.” 


Text of Proposed Treaty. 


The preamble and articles of the pro- 
posed draft treaty, naming the execu- 
tives and rulers of the six nations, 
says: 

“Deeply sensible that their high of- 
fice imposes upon them a solemn duty 
to promote the welfare of mankind; 

“Inspired by a common desire not 
only to perpetuate the peaceful and 
friendly relations now happily subsist- 
ing between their peoples, but also to 
prevent war among any of the nations 
of the world; 

“Desirous by formal act to bear un- 
mistakable witness that they condemn 
war as an instrument of national policy 
and renounce it in favor of the pacific 
settlement of international disputés; 

“Hopeful that, encouraged by their 
example, all the other nations of the 
world will join in this humane en- 
deavor and by adhering to the present 
treaty as soon as it comes into force 
bring their peoples within the scope of 
its beneficent provisions, thus uniting 
the civilized nations of the world in a 
common renunciation of war as an in- 
strument of their national policy; 

“Have decided to conclude a treaty 
and for that purpose have appointed 
as their respective plenipotentiaries, 

(Here follows the names of the execu- 
tives and rulers and blank spaces for 
the names of the plenipotentiaries) 
who, having communicated to one 
another their full powers found in 
good and due form have agreed upon 
the following articles: 


“Article 1. 


“The high contracting parties solemn- 
ly declare in the names of their re- 
spective peoples that they condemn re- 
course to war for the solution of inter- 
national controversies, and renounce it 
as an instrument of national policy in 
their relations with one another. 

“Artcile 11, 

“The high contracting parties agree 
that the settlement or solution of all 
dispute or conflicts of whatever nature 
or of whatever origin they may be, 
which may arise among them, shall 
never be sought except by pacific means. 


“Article 111. 


“The present treaty shall be ratified 
by the high contracting parties named 
in. the preamble in accordance with 
their respective constitutional require- 
ments, and shall take effect as between 
them as soon as all their several in- 
struments of ratification shall have 
been deposited at (world capitals). 

“This treaty shall, when it has come 
into effect as prescribed in the preced- 
ing paragraph, remain open as long as 
may be necessary for adherence by all 
the other powers of the world. Every 
instrument evidencing the adherence of 
a power shall be deposited at * * * 
and the treaty shall immediately upon 
such deposit become effective as between 
the power thus adhering and the other 
powers parties hereto. 

“It shall be the duty of the gov- 
ernment of * * * to furnish each 
government named in the preamble and 
every government subsequently adher- 
ing to this treaty with a certified copy 
of the treaty and of every instrument 
of ratification or adherence. It shall 
also be the “duty of the governmént 
of * * * telegraphically to notify 
such governments immediately upon 
the deposit with it of each instrument 
of ratification or adherence.” 


German F oreign Office 
Welcomes Kellogg Note 


Berlin, April 13 (A.P.).—Receipt from 
the American Ambassador, Jacob G. 
Schurman, today of the antiwar pro- 
posal of Secretary Kellogg and the 
Franco-American correspondence there- 
on, was welcomed by the German for- 
eign office. 

An offical spokesman said that the 
documents would be discussed by the 
present cabinet, although elections are 
to be held this Saturday and that a 
reply of-cordial affirmation undoubtedly 
will be ordered. 

Official circles see no need of delaying 
an answer until after a new cabinet is 
formed following the elections, because 
the entire proposal is considered as be- 
ing thoroughly in line with the whole 
postwar policy of Germany. 


Paris Has Submitted 
French Version of Pact 


Paris, April 13 (A.P.).—The French 


| government announced itself tonight as 


in full accord with the procedure of 
Washington in forwarding to other 
powers the documents dealing with the 
plan to outlaw war. 

It was announced that France today 
notifed the other nations of her inten- 
tions to submit to them the Fren¢eh 
draft of the proposed pact. The noti- 
fication requested them to reserve judg- 
ment until they could take cognizance 
of that French draft. 

It is understood that the French ver- 
sion of the treaty takes account of res- 
ervations contained in the last French 
note to Secretary Kellogg.

To Homes Over Radio

Princeton, N. J., April 13.—Talking to 
their parents over the radio and also

One of the members of the club talks 
every night with his mother in Cali- 
fornia and with a girl friend at an- 
other well known college.

This meat, as most cookable articles, 
may be prepared in more than one 
fashion. This time we shall stick the 
top over with cloves, sprinkle caraway 
seed over it, sprinkle a bit of brown 
sugar over it and bake in a covered 
roaster, allowing 30 minutes to the 
pound of meat for its cooking.

Barbee Makes 4 Hits;

EHIND the effective pitching of 

Barbee, the Harvard University 

Baseball Team  clouted' three 
Georgetown pitchers for fifteen hits to 
win, 8 to 3, yesterday afternoon at 
American League Park. 


Although he granted an even dozen | | 


hits, Pitcher Barbee was particularly 
effective with men on bases. His team- 
mates gave him fine support and sen- 
sational catches by Whitney and Burns, 
who ranged far and wide in the center 
field pasture, nipped potential rallies 
by the Hilltoppers. 

However, Barbee was the chief ob- 
stacle in the path of Georgetown both 
from a defensive and offensive view- 
point.

INEHURST, N, C., April 13 (A.P.). — 
George Voigt, Washington golfer,

Playing sensa- 
ticnal golf for the last 18 holes, Voigt 
brought the match to a close with a 
birdie three on the thirty-sixth hole. 
Finishing 27 holes 1 up on Dawson, 
Voigt saw this scant lead vanish when 
his Chicago rival sank a 12-foot putt 
for a birdie 3, to win the tenth, 

They halved the eleventh but Dawson 
took the lead when he won the twelfth 
by holing out a 6-foot putt for another 
3, and made it 2 up on the thirteenth 
when he dropped a put of 15 feet for 
his third birdie, 

Both golfers shot even on the four- 
teenth and (fifteenth, each getting 
birdie 4s. 


Dawson cracked under the strain. 
on the sixteenth when he hooked 
his tee shot, the ball traveling 30 
yards into the rough. The Western 
youth played out well with his 
second, but Voigt ran down his 
birdie 4 when he sank a put of 5 
feet, 


At the 17l-yard seventeenth, Dawson 
was Off form again and sliced his tee 
shot into a trap, the ball landing in 
the back slope. The Chicago man 
wasted a shot trying to get out and 
Voigt won the hole by concession, .s 
his tee shot was on the sand, to even 
the match. 

With the match even as the golfers 
began to play the home hole, Vogt 
was 30 feet short of th hole in 2, while 
Dawson was to the left, 25 feet away. 

Voigt holed out his put for the 3, 
to win the title.

Heeney Given 


Title Fight 


After Underbidding Risko 


Pegler Says Clevelander Offered to Fight for 
12'4 Per Cent and Challengers Soon 
May Be Buying Tickets. 


By WESTBROOK PEGLER. 
EW YORK, April 13.—According 
to articles appearing in the pub- 
lic press in this city, there has 
been a radical reversal of business cus- 
tom in the prize-fight industry involv- 
ing two of the most prominent heavy- 
weights in a serious question of ethics. 
Thomas Heeney, the New Zealand 
plumber who has been awarded the 
contract to uplift New York City in 
collaboration with Gene Tunney some 
time in July, is reported to have won 
this honor only after a spirited under- 
bidding contest with Johnny Risko, the 
big gingerbread man from Cleveland. 
The story relates that Risko, in de- 
flance of the best traditions of the in- 
dustry, offered to perform this uplift 
work for 10 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts, which is 1214 p.r cent less than 
the maximum allowed by law and 
about 10 per cent less than the amount 
customarily awarded for cash services, 


Such cut-throat competition is 
said to have made Mr. Heeney’s 
board of directors so indignant that 
they decided to cut a throat or two 
themselves and in doing so inad- 
vertently cut their own. That is, 
in order to assure themselves of the 
contract they were compelled to 
underbid the minimum bid of the 
gingerbread man. 


The question of business practcie 
raised by this competition is a very 
serious one, as it will be obvious that 
if such methods are allowed to go un- 
challenged the time will soon arrive 
when Tex Rickard will be enabled to 
charge the challenger something for

the privilege of collaborating with the 


} champion uplifter. 


In fact, if the principle is carried to 
extremes he might even compel the 
challenger to buy a ringside ticket for 
his own prizefight. The iniquities of 
such a condition are apparent. It would 
mean that none but the wealthy would 
be permitted to fight for the heavy- 
weight championship, as only the 
wealthy can afford tickets, and the 
democratic nature of the great work of 
uplifting the big cities would 
changed.

Such wildcat competition prevailed 
Icng ago, in the days when prize fighis 
were regarded as brutal and vulgar ex- 
hibitions and the refinedest damn peo- 
ple in the country, as Mr. Rickard re- 
spectfully describes his patronage, had 
not discovered aesthetic, artistic and s0- 
cial possibilities of pugilism. But I do 
not believe any challenger has been 
compelled to accept less than 1214 per 
cent from any sound promoter since 
1915, when Jess Willard put Havana on 
the map in a cultural way in collabora- 
tion with Jack Johnson. 


However, ever in that case, Mr. 
Willard may have had assurances 
of adequate reward, because John- 
son, in what might be termed a 
posthumous book, has written that 
he agreed to let Mr. Willard have 
the championship in_ return for 
$30,000 cash. 


Mr. Rickard probably takes the atti- 
tude that in awarding a contract to a 
challenger for a certain uplift project 
he is bestowing a valuable business op- 
portunity and that inasmuch as he 
creates the opportunities he should 
be allowed to award them to any one 
This probably is quite true, 
but the profession was established the 
principle that the challenger shouid 
receive at least 12!4 per cent and now 
Mr. Risko and Mr. Heeney, by their 
greedy competition, may undo the con- 
structive work of years. 

This seems to be a case for the seri- 
ous consideration of the committee on 
chiseling of the national sports alliance 
or prize fighters union. If the alliance 
is still in existence it should pass a 
resolution or a dividend or something. 
The aliiance always was great at pass- 
ing resolutions and dividends, but 
am rather vague as to whether 
alliance continues to exist or not.

OSTON, April 13 —Friday the thir- 

teenth was no jinx to the Na-

Tom Zachary and Harold Wiltse were 
the starting pitchers, neither staying 
in the »ox to find out who finally won 
the game. Zachary was. not actually 
knocked out, but he showed signs of 
ineffectiveness and Garland Braxton 
toed the slat from the sixth frame on 
merely as a matter of precaution. Wiltse 
gave way to a pinch hitter in the sixth 
and Mel Settlemire finished out the 
string for him. 

Garland Braxton, the terror of the 
league when called upon to relieve a 
pitching mate in distress, made his 1928 
debut in the sixth inning and checkéd 
the Red Sox in a manner akin to four- 
wheel brakes.

UDDY and fast waters will just 

about ruin the anglers’ sport 

over the week-end. Along the 
entire stretch of the Potomac reports 
are to the effect that the fishermen 
will have to wait another week before 
throwing their lines from the river 
bank, 

During the short settled spell of last 
week some fair catches of perch were 
reported in the upper Potomac but 
during the next few days even this 
form of angling was and is not prom- 
ising. 

At this season last year hardheads 
were running in numbers at Benedict 
but so far there have been no reports 
from the salt area of catches of the 
finny family. All of which should 
tend to make the sport more enjoyable 
when the water clears. 


While waiting for the belated 
season to open some of the more 
ardent anglers are planning and 
preparing for a spell of their fav- 
orite sport starting May 6. On that 
date a party, limited to 60, will 
leave for Wachapreague, Va., for a 
three-day fishing excursion. 


Application for seats on the two 
buses that will carry the party may 
be made at the Atlas Sporting Goods 
store, 927 D street northwest. 


An interesting sidelight on the Gov- 
ernment’s efforts to replenish depleted 
vaters with fish was revealed recently 
by Edgar C. Fearnow, superintendent 
of the distribution department of the 
Bureau of Fisheries.

EBavly in March of each year 26 em- 
ployes of the distribution department 
of the bureau leave on a tour of the 
States with five cars loaded with 
from one to six inches in size obtained 
from 42 hatcheries located in the vari- 
ous States. The distributors are “on 
the road” until late in December. 


The cars are of the Pullman type 
and travel-on passe ger trains on 
their 10-months’ journey, Each 
car is equipped with air compres- 
sors, steam boilers, electric motors 
and numerous other appliances 
used to supply the water tanks of 
fish with oxygen. 


The cars travel about 20,000 miles a 
year, but the men who dump the mil- 
lions of fish into rivers and 
streams cover about 50,000 miles.

Hoidings of United States Government 
securities were $2,900,896,000, an in- 
crease of $153,042,000 since the last day 
of the year, but an increase of $358,- 
596,000 for the year. Other bonds and 
securities owned amounted to $4,180,- 
004,000, showing increase since Feb- 
ruary, 1927, of $557,189,000. 

Demand deposits, including United
